Speaking over the Radio Admiral 
Darlan did not mention the British 
attack in Syria, but asked the nation 
not to believe criticisms directed 
against collaboration with Germany. 
The speech nowhere indicated the 
possibility of an immediate peace with 
rmany, and, in fact, Admiral Darlan 
made it clear that the sole purpose of 
the present collaboration moves from 
the Wrench point of view was to make 
the peace negotiations easier when 
Germany decided the time had come to 
transform the armistice into a peace 
treaty. 
Admiral Darlan said that Germany 
has agreed to negotiate because she is 
planning the reconstruction of Europe, 
and cannot do this without France and 
other European States. 
Tasks of the French Government, he 
said, were the creation now, without 
awaiting the end of hostilities, of a 
favourable atmosphere for an honour- 
able peace, and to prepare the future of 
France in a new Europe.

“CRETE WORTH 


EFFECT ON MIDDLE 
EAST CAMPAIGN. 


Progress of Atlantic 
. Battle 


[N his reply to a debate on Crete and the war in the 
Middle East, Mr. Churchill, in the British House of 


Commons yesterday, warned members of the danger of 


discussing Britain’s war policy in piecemeal fashion. 


The decision to fight for Crete, he said, was well 
worth while. Crete was only one part of the great cam- 
paign in the Middle East, which bad: prospered beyond all 
expectations, 


If Britain had not put up her stubborn resistance in 
Crete, then the German hordes might have been dominat- 
ing many other vital positions in the Mediterranean 
theatre. 


The lessons of Crete were being ‘learned, and the 
overnment was forging ahead with plans to secure 
greater co-operation between the Army and the Air 
orce. 


Replying to German reports that Britain was 
sacrificing Dominion troops, Mr. Churchill said that out 
of 90,000 lives lost, so far, in this war, at home and 
abroad, at least 85,000 came from the mother country. 


Finally, Mr. Churchill said of the Battle of the 
Atlantic. that ‘‘ exertions to protect their cargoes had not 


failed." In May, he added, they had sunk ** 257,000 


tons of enemy shipping '—three-quarters of the losses 
inflicted upon Britain.

Mr. Churchill, at the outset, warned 
the House that it would be a mistake 
to call for an explanation on the vary- 
ing passages ‘‘in this dangerous and 
widespread struggle,” and to ask for 
an account to be given of why any 
action was lost, or any part of the 
front was beaten in.

AIR RAIDS ON 
SHIPPING 


R.A.F. bombers made widespread 
rafds on shipping during Monday, a 
British Air Ministry communiqué 
yesterday says :— 

“Tn daylight on Monday widespread 
attacks on enemy shipping off the 
coasts of Norway, Holland, Belgium 
and France were made by aircraft of 
Bomber and Coastal Commands.

The 
reinforcements are said to be aircraft 
from North Africa. where General 
Weygand arrived at Casablanca yester- 
day with M. Pierre Francois Boisson. 

Informed quarters deny that either 
Damascus or Beirut has fallen. 

The French said that the British 
advance along the coast had been held 
up at the-line of the Litani River, 
north of Tyre, despite heavy attacks 
by motorised units and supporting fire 
from . British warships. Determined 
resistance by a small post at Kasmieth 
was given credit for holding up the 
British advance. When the British 
found they were thwarted’ in their 
effort to cross the river they landed 
a small force from a naval squadron 
and established a pocket, which the 
French were now trying to capture. 

Military commentators alleged that 
two more British destroyers had been 
damaged in an attempt to land troops 
north of the Litanis mouth.

I will want 
to be satisfied that none of this money bas 
been stowed away. and that the bankrupt 
has done everything he can to salvage as 
much of these assets as can be found for 
the creditors. If he does all that I will 
take it into consideration.” 
His Lordship then adjourned the case 
to July 22nd. He refused an applica 
tien for bails.

Town Gas 


Steps have been taken by the Ministry 
of Supplies to restrict the fitting of motor 
cars with town-gas equipment. A register 
is to be compiled of the cars already 
carrying town-gas equipment, and further 
names may not be added to the register 
without the permission of the Minister. 
This action, it is explained, is due to the 
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trolling that consumption. The Ministerial 


edict has not been a surprise to those who 


have learned of the difficulties experi 


| by the gas companies in the twenty-six 


counties owing to the poor quality of the 
coal, which is their basic ingredient, and 
to the possibility of their supplies of that 
basic ingredient being reduced in the 
future. In the modern home gas and 
electricity are even more vital than coal 
as agents for heating and cooking, while 
several types of industrial concern ‘also 
cannot carry on without them. They are 
necessities, and in times of acute shortage, 
or in times in which an acute shortage 
may be anticipated, it is right and just 
that necessities should be rationed. The 
only coal available at present—and it 
probably is the poorest quality of coal 
ever imported into this island—has been 
rationed, but the rationing of gas and 
electricity obviously presents serious 
problems. Consumers have been urged to 
limit their use of both gas and electricity. 
So far, however, no figures have been 
published to show whether or not they 
have paid any attention to the appeals 
that have been made. It may be that all 
the gas saved by household economy has 
been used by the gas-propelled motor car. 
That is not an indictment of the motorist. 
When the State’s supplies of petrol were 
reduced last December to an extent that 
caused a virtua! panic in the Ministry 
of Supplies, the motorist who sought 
alternatives to petrol as a means of pro- 
pelling his car seemed to be performing 
a public serviee. The fitting of a gas-bag 
cost him a considerable sum of money ; the 
bag itself disfigured his car and added 
considerably to its wind resistance; and 
the gas was by no means as efficient a 
driving fotce as petrol. Public-spirited 


‘engineers organised meetings at which 


alternatives to petrol were discussed, and, 
if the Ministry of Supplies took any 
interest in these meetings it gave no hint 
that any of the suggested alternatives might 
eventually be as precious as petrol itself. 
If it was realised by the Ministry that 
town-gas, the ordinary domestic gas, must 
become scarce as coal supplies decreased, 
it could have arranged with the Ministry 
for Finance to encourage the fitting of 
producer-gas units, or even the replace- 
ment of internal combustion engines with 
steam engines suitable for cars. In the 
absence of any such encouragement, the 
majority of motorists who forsook petrol 
fitted the much cheaper and more con- 
venient town-gas equipment. Their vehicles 
in the aggregate now are using so much 
domestic gas that the Ministry is yet 
again in a state of alarm. Cooking and 
heating are more important than motor- 
ing, and, if necessary, the number of 
gas-bags must be restricted and the amount 
of gas per car must be rationed, as petrol 
is rationed. At the same time, the 
motorists who helped to conserve the 
country's petrol by fitting those gas-bags 
are entitled to protection, as are also the 
motor agents who went to the expense of 
establishing plants for the fitting of gas 
equipment or the installation of gas-filling 
stations. The Ministry itself might give 
some thought to the problem of what next 
is likely to be scarce, and prevent any 
public expenditure upon machines or 
equipment that may be rendered valueless 
by a curtailment of supplies in the 


future. 
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The Penny Post 


lt is just over a hundred years since 
Rowland Hill introduced the penny post. 
There had been a local sou post in Paris 
as long ago as 1653, and in London, in 
1680, a private carrier had given the 
city a postal service unequalled before 
or since at a rate of one penny per packet 
up to 1lb. weight. Rowland Hill’s 
reform, however, was the important one. 
It was regarded as Great Britain’s 
greatest contribution to the cause of 
postal progress, and it was a costly con- 
tribution. Postal revenue was over a 
million pounds lower in the year follow- 
ing its introduction, and thirty-five years 
passed before the penny post was paying 
as well as the rates which had preceded 
it. It was a financial sacrifice to pro- 
gress, one of the many sacrifices which 
Victorian England made with entirely 
altruistic motives, notwithstanding the 
doubts of the rest of the world about her 
intentions. To-day we do not make 
financial sacrifices to progress, Instead 
we sacrifice progress to the financial 
pressure of the moment. The penny post 
disappeared in 1918. In Great Britain 
the letter rate has fluctuated from 14d. 
to 2d., back to 14d., and then, as a war 
emergency measure, to 24d. In the 
twenty-six counties it stood at 2d., while 
that of Britain was at 14d. Then, for a 
few months, the people on the Southern 
side of the border had an advantage of 


Fone halfpenny over the postal rate in the 


North ; but that, as pessimists foresaw, was 
bound to disappear with the next Budget, 
and disappear it did. The 2d. postage 
rate has been in operation in Eire for over 
a week now, and, as 24d, stamps appear 
with greater freqhency, the penny sur- 
charges are steadily becoming less of a 
nuisance. Twopence-halfpenny is an 
awkward amount to pay for a postage 
stamp. The fact that a stamp costs just 
that sum acts as a deterrent to casual 
correspondents. Possibly, when the war 
ends, there will be an alteration in the 
rate; perhaps we shall have the twopenny 
stamp again. The penny post, however, in 
Great Britain, as well as in Ireland, 
seems to be as dead as Rowland Hill,

Municipal Efficiency ! 


Someone in the Dublin Corporation is 
determined to demonstrate his efficiency, 
no matter how much it costs. 

Every month (writes a correspondent) 
I send a sum of money to the City 
Treasurer for the Housing Department. 
In recent years I have sent about £600 or 
£700 in monthly instalments. 

On the Ist of June, forgetting that the 
postage rate went up to 24d. that day, I 
used only a 2d. stamp on my letter. The 
Corporation were surcharged one penny, 
so they refused to accept delivery of the 
letter. As a result my letter, containing 
this cheque, was returned to me—having 
been duly opened by somebody—and I had 
to pay a penny to the Post Office. 

The interest on my contribution to the 
Corporation’s funds at 5 per cent. per 
annum would have been around sixpence 
for one month. To save a penny the 
Corporation returned my cheque, which 
they will not now reeeive till some tima 
in July. Consequently their “ economy ”’ 
and “‘ efficiency’ will cost them fivepenco 
—not a big amount, admittedly, but if 
the Corporation’s efficiency expert has 
sent back all surcharged letters received 
this month there may be an aggregation 
of fivepences, and even larger sums. 

How simple it would have been to pay

Just in Case... 


As most parts of the county have now 
been issued with gas-masks, it seems 
timely to record some experiences of the 
war-wise in the uses and abuses of this 
inelegant apparatus. 

Instruction books are explicit that the 
masks are for protection against gases used 
in war, vet there persists a common i!lusion 
that they are proof against all gases, In 
England this idea was soon dispelled by a 
series of “ near fatal’’ accidents caused 
by persons donning their masks and 
blithely entering rooms where domestic gas 
was ee ae 

Despite this, I recall one instance in 
which a “ gas attack” was successfully 
countered in a respirator. A  friend’s 
refrigerator one morning filled the house 
with rolling clouds of ammoniacal fumes. 
The family, eyes streaming, battled in 
vain to a SAnAN money, etc., but 
were beaten k until a scientifically- 
minded neighbour, complete with gas- 
mask, walked in, leisurely disconnected 
the frig,” and restored the family’s 
equanamity. So are our swords turned to 
ploughshares ! 

Many mothers wisely permit their 
children to play in respirators occasionally 

as a treat’’ in order to free their minds 
of any fear or shock should a day come 
when they must be used in grim earnest, 
and, incidentally, giving practice in 

living ” in a respirator, which—believe 
mé—is a very different kettle o’ fish from 
trying it on at the A.R.P. centre. 


That Mouth-Organ ! 


A friend, who is rather musically. 
minded where the mouth-organ han 
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cerned, told me the other dav that he 
went into a shop to see if he could acquire 
a new instrument. 

He could, at a price. Mouth-organs 
are among the articles which are of the 
past, and as long as the war continues 
they will be almost impossible to obtain. 
Virtually all the mouth-organs in the 
world are manufactured in Germany, and 
until the war is over we cannot expect 
any new ones to arrive. 

In one shop my friend inquired after 
a mouth-organ, which in days of peace 
used to cost about 6s. He was informed 
that the last one they had in the shop 
had been sold—some weeks ago—at a 
price of 35s. 

From now on the peace of Glendalough 
will hardly be shattered, as formerly, by 
the sounds of discordant mouth-organs— 
or, as they would prefer to he called, 
harmonicas—and I cannot say that I am 
more pleased or sorry.

Dublin at last 
has developed into an important 
theatrical production centre worthy of 
its great 18th century tradition. But 
there is a possibility that after the 
war the managements will revert to 
the old policy of importing cross- 
Channel companies, in the main, poor 
carbon copies of London productions, 
and native talent will be lucky if it 
gets an occasional “date.” Of course, 
the present Irish managements have 
proved that they are capable and 
anxious to encourage home-production, 
The danger, however, is mainly in the 
music hall; but a fact that may weigh 
in the favour of the native is that 
their salaries are not as high, due 
mainly to the absence of travelling 
expenses. I suggest, therefore, that 
Actors’-Authors’ ulty, or whatever 
name they choose to call themselves, 
should consider limiting the importa- 
tion—cut it down for theatre and 
music hall to, say, twenty-five per 
cent, Only the best should be brought 
over, whether actors to augment com- 
panies, productions or acts.

rate of 125 per cent. It provided 
further that these increases in the 
charge should operate as from Septem- 
ber Ist, 1939. He proposed to move 
amendments, the effect of which would 
be that the existing—that is, the old 
exempt margin and the existing rates 
of charge—should operate up to bas, 
ber 31, and that, as from 
January 1, 1941, the exempt margin 
should be £2,500, instead of £1,000 as 
provided by the bill, and that the new 
rates of 10 per cent, and 12} per cent. 
should also be operative as from 
January Ist, 1941, only. 


EFFECT OF THE

With regard to excess corporation

1939. The postponement of the charge 
of excess corporation profits tax made 
it necessary that the charge to excess 


sur-tax should also be postponed. He 
proposed that excess sur-tax be 
charged in respect of the year 
1941-42, payable on January 1, 


1943, instead of the year 1940-41 
payable on January Ist, 1942, and that 
the minimum standard of profits should 
be £2,500, as in the case of Excess 
Corporation Profits Tax. 

It was not possible at the moment to 
state with any degree of confidence 
what the financial effect would be on 
the proposed changes in the Corpora- 
tion Profits Tax, but it was clear that 
they could not this year count on a 
considerable portion of the revenue of 
£1,400,000 which they had hoped to 
get. The yield next year from his new 
proposals should be substantial. As it 
was, he would probably have to add 
something in the neighbourhood of 
half-a-million pounds to hrs borrowing 
figure in the current year. On cider, 
newspapers, and racecourse and 
totalisator duty he would lose on the 
basis of the original Budget estimates 
£183,000, against which had to be 
placed the gain of £24,000 on matche« 
and £25,000 for the duty on office 
betting and the arrangements with the 
totalisator, leaving a net £134,000 to 
be found by borrowing.

STATEMENT 


The dead-weight debt. for 1937-41 was 
£5,677,319, and the housing debt for 
the same period was £4,450,000, so that 
the primary cause of the dead-weight 
debt was not housing, but unbalanced 
Budgets. 

This was a time for cutting expendi- 
ture, and there was no other way to 
meet the situation. If they were satis- 
fied that it was not possible to increase 
the national income, then they would 
have to cut their cloth according to 
their measure, or face the problem of 
being unable in the future to main- 
tain their present services. One of 
the first bh that ought to have 
been done directly foot-and-mouth 
disease came in here was the appoint- 
ment of a bacteriologist either in a 
consultative or advisory capacity.. In 
Britain the disease was stamped out 
in any place where it occurred within 
a couple of weeks; here they had been 
afflicted with it for the last five or 
six months. 


ARMY ESTIMATE 


Regarding the Army estimate, the 
Minister had given him to understand 
that the details had been submitted 
to the Defence Conference. He did 
not know what action the Minister had 
taken in connection with the estimate, 

ut he was satisfied that the Army 
could have been run for three millions 
less than had been charged. He did 
not know of any collection of ‘‘ Brass 
Hats’’ in any country that did not 
put up huge demands. Cost was not 
their business. 

He could not understand why the 
Minister proposed to break his borrow- 
ing into two particular compartments. 
The Budget was unbalanced to the ex- 
tent of 54 millions. He wanted an 
assurance that if the Minister did 
borrow this year that he would under- 
take that next year he would, when 
preparing his Budget, cut his cloth ac- 
cording to his measure, and that this 
would be the last year in which dis- 
honest methods would be brought 


into play in order to present some 
sort of face to the public 
in connection with public finance. 


This country had been asked for years 
to meet a growing expenditure beyond 
its capacity, and beyond any optimistic 


anticipation, there could be of jis 
prospects. The result had been 
disaster, desolation and privation 


amongst those least able to bear the 
troubles of this world. 


A NEW BUDGET 


Professor O’SULLIVAN (F.G., 
Kerry) said that, in so far as some 
of the taxes were concerned, they had 
an entirely new Budget statement. 
Was the Government convinced that 
it was getting increased value at all in 
keeping with the increased expend} 
ture that had been heaped on the 
people. The opinion was growing that 
a number of Ministers were not co- 
operating with the people, and were 
doing virtually nothing to solve the 
nation’s problems. 

Mr. P. COGAN (Ind., Wicklow) 
said that it was very hard to under- 
stand the relief that the Government 
had now given to the newspapers, 
some of which were making big pro- 
fits, and their case was in no way com- 
parable with that for a reduction in 
the burden of taxation on tobacco. 
Newspapers in general had not been 
very generous or fair towards the 
State, the Constitution, or the Parlia- 
mentary institutions of the country. 

Mr. H. M. DOCKRELL (F.G., 
Dublin Co.) asked the Minister to in- 
vestigate the possibility of further 
economies in administration, and par- 
ticularly the Department of Supplies. 
as the country was not satisfied that 


all possible economies were being 
made. 

THE “ ACID TEST” 
Mr. P. McGILLIGAN (F.G., 


Dublin, N.W.), speaking on the news- 
paper tax, said that he thought it 
was quite clear why that tax was not 
being continued, and did not think 
the Minister would have been as deli- 
cate in his handling of the proposed 
tax on newspapers were it not for the 
fact that the /rish Press would have 
been made bankrupt as a result of the 
taxation. The tax that would have 
brought the Jrish Press to its knees 
might also have brought another news- 
paper to its knees. They were remitting 
the tax because it would mean that the 
organ which supported the Government 
would go out of print if it were to be 
imposed. The Minister might parade 
the people who would lose employment. 
but that, he fancied, was not the 
Minister’s chief concern. He had no 
doubt that if it were the other paper 
that was going to go out of circulation 
there would very few tears shed 
for these people, who were as much 
flesh and blood as the people in the 
Irish Press. He suggested that the 
Minister’s main concern was that the 
Irish Press, which was only able to 
stagger along for years, and which 
would have been brought definitely to 
dissolution by the tax. People might 
like the /Jrish Press, but they would 
not pay 2d. a day for it. That was the 
acid test, and the Government did not 
like to see this organ, which was giving 
them so much support over the years, 
going out. 

Continuing, Mr. McGilligan said that 
every effort should be made to keep 
down the cost of living, which had 
risen from 173 in Ange, 1939, to 218 
in February, 1941. e believed there 
was profiteering going on in the country 
and that it a be got after. 


TAX BURDEN 


Mr. J. HUGHES (F.G., Carlow-Kil- 
dare) said that the most alarming 
aspect of Government policy in recent 
ears had been the increasing weight at 

th direct And indirect taxation. 
Agriculture was in a shocking condition 
because of the failure of the Govern- 
ment to deal with foot-and-mouth 
disease. One of the reasons why-this 
country had failed to expand was 
because of the burden of taxation. He 
suggested that cars should be taxed 
monthly during the present emergency.

MR. ANDREW 
O’CONNOR 


Mr. Andrew O'Connor, whose death 
has occurred at 77 
Dublin, was an Irish-American scul 
tor of international fame. — For t 

seven months he has been resid-

This work 
gave him a foremost place in the world 
of art. His genius was acknow- 
ledged, and great demands were made 
upon it. Among the other works 
which he did in America were the 
Roosevelt Memorial at Chicago; the 
Lincoln monument at Springfield, 
Illinois; the bronze statue of La 
Fayette at Baltimore; the memorial 


fordman, who was the founder of the 
American Navy; and the statue at 
Indianopolis of General Lawton, who 
was killed in the Phillippines, and for 
which he was awarded .the second 
medal at the Paris Salon in 1904. For 
the Peace Palace at the Hague he did 
the Statue of Justice. ‘or many 
years Mr. O'Connor had resided in 
Paris, and in 1927 he was the first 
foreigner to be awarded the gold medal 
for sculpture at the Salon for his 
Tristan et Yseult, which is at present 
in the Museum of Fine Arts, Brook- 
lyn. He was also decorated with the 
Legion of Honour of the French Go- 
vernment. During the past seven 
years Mr. O’Connor had his studio in 
London, and among his works there 
are “The Mother of Sorrows”’ in the 
National Gallery; Abraham Lincoln at 
the Royal Exchange; ‘‘ Ghost,’ “The 
Golden Mask,” “The Kneeling 
Woman,” and the statue of Lord

Twenty-three of his finest works are 
to be given tu Dublin City for the 
Municipal Art Gallery. Mr. Patrick 
O'Connor, who painted a portrait cf 
his father, which was shown in this 
year’s exhibition of the Royal Hiber- 
nian Academy, is the only one of Mr. 
O’Connor’s four sons at present in 
Dublin. -Of the others, one is at sea, 
the second is in France, and the third 
in Mexico. The funeral will take 
place to Glasnevin to-morrow morning. 


ARCHDEACON BEGLEY. 
P.P., D.LITT. 


The death of the Very Rev. John 
Archdeacon Begley, P.P., V.F., Bruff, 
took place yesterday morning at his 
parochial residence. Archdeacon Begley, 
who had reached an advanced age, was 
a native of Kilmeedy, Newcastle West, 
and was ordained in Maynooth over 
half a century ago. He was curate in 
St. Munchin’s parish from 1903 until 
1908, when he was appointed Parish 
Priest of Cappagh. e was subse- 
quently transferred to Dromcollogher, 
and remained there for a number of 
years, during which the tragic cinema 
fire, involving the loss of many lives, 
occurred. On the death of Canon John 
Lee he was translated to Bruff, and 
was raised to the dignity of V.F. and 
Archdeacon of the diocese. He was the 
author of “ The Ecclesiastical History 
of the Diocese of Limerick,’’ the com- 
pilation of which involved years of re- 
search. He was a member of the Royal 
Hibernian Academy and the Anti- 
ma Society of Ireland, and was 

resident of North Munster Archeo- 
logical Society. Last year, in recogpi- 
tion of his literary achievements, the 
Seanad of N.U.I. conferred on him the 
honorary degree of D.Litt. 


REV. JOHN CAULFIELD, P.P. 


The death of the Rev. John Caulfield, 
formerly Parish Priest of Pinner, 
Middlesex, England, took place at 
Cork yesterday. He was custodian of 
the English national shrine of St. 
Philomena. The late Father Caulfield 
was born at Ballybricken, Waterford, 
and was ordained at Waterford in 1902. 
He served about twelve years in West- 
minster, and it was in 1914 that he 
founded Pinner Parish, about twelve 
miles from London. There he built a 
beautiful church, was responsible for 
the establishment of a convent, and 
founded the national shrine to St. 
Philomena. He will be buried in his 
native Waterford.
